FOREWORD 


Again let me say a simple “Thank You” for your valued patronage and 
the many fine letters you have sent me. The two oldest boys “Ed” and “‘Art”’ 
have been in the service now for some time with the youngest “‘Al’” sched- 
uled to go sometime this winter when he reaches 18. “‘Al” and I did pretty 
well this past season, but with the “fold man” carrying on alone this coming 
season, it’s going to be more difficult than ever. Last season we reduced the 
plantings from 8 acres to 4 acres with further reductions most likely. 

I suppose growing gladiolus could be considered non essential, but you 
wouldn’t think so to listen to the Florists and to folks who like their glads. 
Again it’s not possible to drop growing glads for the duration and then 
pick it up again afterwards, because after having spent years in growing 
up stocks of new varieties and seedlings all would be lost as glads must be 
planted each year in order to retain stock of a variety. 

Prices have increased. Other than the natural increase in labor and all 
items of expense in growing glads, there has been a decrease in acreage 
with an abnormal demand for both bulbs and flowers which has produced a 
decided shortage. Also most growers are reluctant to sell bulbs of commer- 
cial varieties as the flowers bring 2 and 3 times as much as do the bulbs. 
As Andy would say, ‘‘that’s the situation in a couple of nutshells.” The wise 
person will order their bulbs early and specify second choices.

3 New Introductions for 1944 


For the past 3 years I have not in'troduced any of my own seedlings for the simple 
reason that I did not consider them good enough. I believe too many varieties are being 
introduced, many of them unworthy or no improvement on existing! varieties. Conse- 
quently I like to feel quite sure of myself before introducing more new ones in this al- 
ready overcrowded field. Ever since Bill Schenetsky has been taking his seedling 39-4 
(and since named Conn. Yankee) to the shows I have tried to buy this variety. He has 
finally weakened and I have bought the entire stock. It took more than mere words 
to persuade'him! I try out most of the new ones each year and consider Conn. Ylankee 
one of the finest glads I have seen in years. I have not been able to find any serious 
faults with it. It has great beauty, health, vigor, exceptionally good placement and 
commercial possibilities. The stock is not large as yet, consequently the introductory 
price is not as low as I would like to have it. I am confident that this blushing beauty 
like the Yankees of old and of today will uphold the traditions of its namesake and be- 
come favorably known all over the country. 

Likewise for several years now it has been my pleasure to watch the many seed- 
lings of James LaSalle. He is a commercial grower and knows his glads. We have picked 
out two of his seedlings that have been outstanding in his gardens and picked some 
spikes of these two for the local florists and they have met with enthusiastic response. 
I consider them equally as worthy of introduction even though they haven’t been ex- 
hibited at the shows and won prizes which I am sure they are capable of. More stock 
is available of these two consequently the introductory price is reasonable for two 
such grand glads. You will make no mistake in getting started with these two, namely: 
Red Rival and Lavender Prince.

Very beautiful and quite an improvement on 
King Arthur. 6 medium sized blooms (41%”-4%”) on a 18 - 20 bud spike. The 
florets are wide open, arranged in good placement on a tall, wiry spike of about 55”. 
Bulblet production and germination good. Produces solid, healthy bulbs. I feel confident 
this variety will take its place right in the front row among the lavenders.

CARE AND CULTURE 


SOIL AND FERTILIZER 


Glads do well on most any soil if they are planted in the open garden where there 
is plenty of sunshine. You may work well rotted manure into the soil in the Spring by 
putting into the bottom of your planting trench, then covering with an inch of soil, 
then planting your bulbs. Vigoro is also good. Two or three applications of commercial 
fertilizer may be made on the surface along the rows during the growing season before 
the plants bloom. Any fertilizer should be kept from direct contact with the bulb or 
foliage. If you wish to grow immense spikes you must fertilize heavily; your plants 
must also have at least an inch of water every three or four days. 


PLANTING 


Work soil to a depth of eight inches, or ten inches will be better. For large bulbs 
they should be covered with not less than six inches of soil. The deeper planting helps 
keep them upright when blooming. Smaller bulbs should be planted not less than two 
inches. You may regulate your distance apart in the row by the space you have. Plant 
rows anywhere from 2 ft. to 3 ft. apart. Plant in rows from two to six inches apart, 
depending on space and number of bulbs. They do well planted close together, but 
require more water. 


DIGGING AND STORAGE 


Our early stock is taken up in late September. The bulbs should be taken up within 
six weeks to two months after blooming but before the tops begin to get brown. Even 
if the tops are green, bulbs should be taken up before the ground freezes deeply. After 
digging cut off the tops close to bulb and put in screen bottomed tray to cure. They 
should have plenty of ventilation while curing and must not be put in containers more 
than three or four inches deep. Stir them every few days and keep dry. In four weeks 
they will be cured so that old bulbs may be removed from the bottoms. They may then 
be placed in storage. 

The storage temperature is best at 40 to 50 degrees. Your storage room should 
be dry, cool and ventilated and as near uniform as possible as to temperature. It is well 
to look at your bulbs every two or three weeks. If they are showing signs of too much 
moisture or looking mouldy, dry them out and give better ventilation. Keep them in 
small containers and spread thin. 


THRIP 


The adult Gladiolus Thrip is a very small black insect about one-sixteenth of an 
inch long. The injury causes bleaching of the foliage and drying up of the buds so 
they do not open. 


Start spraying when the plants are up 6 or 7 inches high, and spray every week 
or 10 days. The Government experts recommend 2 level tablespoons of TARTAR 
EMETIC (purchase at any drug store), % lb. brown sugar, 3 gals. of water. Keep this 
concoction well stirred while using as a spray. 


If you are thorough in following out a program of spraying you will have no 
trouble with Thrip.
